Executive Order 11905 and PD/NSC ~2 


Several interpretive questions have been raised concerning PD /NSC-2 
and its relationship to Executive Order 11905. With the following exceptions 
the Executive Order remains in full effect: 


— The full functions and responsibilities of the CFI shall be 
assumed by the NSC Policy Review Committee (PRC) . • 

When the PRC meets on intelligence business of this nature 
it shall be chaired by the Director of Central Intelligence 
and include the Deputy Secretary of Defense, the Deputy 
Assistant to the President for .National Security Affairs and 
a senior representative of the Secretary of State as members. 
The DCFs Intelligence Community Staff shall act as the PRC 
staff in these instances .

The full functions and responsibilities of the Operations 
Advisory Group (OAG) shall be assumed by the NSC Special 
Coordination Committee (SCC) . When the SCC meets on 
intelligence business of this nature, it shall be chaired by 
the Assistant to the President for National Security Affairs 
and include the Secretary of State, Secretary of Defense,

For this interim period, certain functions of the DDCI will 
be assigned as follows: 

a) Responsibility for program management:. Agency budgets 

and other, matters which relate to CIA business under the 
Community on Foreign Intelligence (which is chaired by the DCI) 
will be assigned to the CIA Comptroller. : 

b) Matters relating to CIA membership on. the National 
Foreign- Intelligence Board (which is also chaired by the DCI) 
will be the responsibility of the DDI. 

c) The DDO will continue to be the DCI 's representative 
on the Operations Advisory Working Group, although, as will be 
noted below, the designation of OAG will be changed under the 
new Administration.

Special Coordinating Committee (SCC). The first (PRC) will deal with 
policy formulation and with, the national intelligence programs and budgets* 
the latter (SCC) with operational intelligence matters as a. successor to 
the 0A6. The SCCjwill also be responsible for SALT -related matters and 
for crisis management.

4. As you know, the President’s Assistant for National Security 
Affairs is Zbigniew BrzezinskL His deputy is David Aaron, a former 
Foreign, Service Officer and member of the National Security Coun.cH Staff 


under Henry Kissinger and more recently foreign policy assistant to 
Senator Mondale. Aaron was also on the staff of the Church Committee of 
which Mondale was a member. Appointed as a Special Assistant 


to BrzezinskL is Rick Inderfurth, former staff assistant to Senator Gary 
Hart and more recently a member of the staff of the Church and Inouye 
Committees. Incidentally, has been assigned to 

the NSC Staff at a high level at the request cf Dr. BrzezinskL. ■ : .

talk about the support he had found in the Agency in the 
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process of his being briefed. There remains,, of course, a good deal of 
v media speculation as to what the Intelligence Community might have 
done to thwart the confirmation; the answer in my mind is clear: nothing. 

I do know of the discipline that exists within the Community. Institutionally 
the Agency is always responsive to those designated by higher, authority to 
serve as its leaders. ' It is possible that individuals with past or - 
present ties to the Gmiminltt ray have stated their personal views* pro or 
con, to certain members of the Senate Committee. 'But, In. any case, it is 
inconceivable that members of the Inouye Committee would allow themselves 
to be manipulated- or. significantly swayed by any past or . present. ^cmsmSJty. 
employees or by any agencies the Senate Committee has under its oversight, • 

8. We will do our best to keep you posted on any. changes in our work 


that may result from priorities and practices of the new Administration,. 
In the meantime,- keep up your excel lent work,. We are grateful for your 
efforts and we need your continuing support „
